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The Annual Editors’ Conference 


O Friday and Saturday, July 6th and 
7th, the annual conference for 
state, component, and affiliated group 
dental editors was held in the new con- 
ference room of the American Dental 
Association, under the joint sponsorship 
of the Council on Journalism of the 
A.D.A. and the American Association of 
Dental Editors. Miss Marion Harvey, 
Editorial Assistant, Mr. Karl Richardson, 
Business Manager, and your Editor were 
in attendance at most of the sessions. 
They proved most informative, stimulat- 
ing, and idea provoking. 

On Friday morning, Dr. Harold Hil- 
lenbrand brought the greetings of the 
American Dental Association and John 
Hollister, Business Manager, gave an ex- 
cellent paper cn the financial problems 
confronting dental periodicals and ways 
of operating more efficiently. Dr. Willard 
Ogle, Editor of the Texas Dental Jour- 
nal, discussed some of the many prob- 
lems which plague a dental editor. 
Dr. Ogle’s forthright, straight-from-the- 
shoulder presentation was very worth- 
while. We then toured the new and ren- 
ovated American Dental Association 
building. We can be very proud that our 
association has such outstanding facilities. 

The Friday afternoon sessions were 
addressed by Walter Yust, Editor of the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica and Marcia 
Winn of the Chicago Tribune who gave 
very interesting papers. We then went on 
a tour of the Chicago Tribune plant. This 
is really worth your while. 

The Saturday sessions were most inter- 


esting. Mr. Fred Bartz gave a short paper 
on the physical make-up of a publication, 
especially empha.izing typography and 
layout. We then had an evaluation clinic 
in which five experts on layout and pro- 
duction, from the Board of Standards of 
the Industrial Editors Association of Chi- 
cago, made a frank appraisal of each of 
our publications. We should be most 
proud of our FortnicHTLy Review, for 
in each appraisal we achieved a rating 
of “Excellent.” This is a tremendous trib- 
ute to Miss Harvey, Mr. Richardson, 
the General Printing Company, printers 
of the FortTNIGHTLY, and to our former 
Editors who had so much to do with 
making our publication what it is. 

The Saturday afternoon sessions were 
spent discussing editorial problems. Dr. 
F. D. Ostrander, Journal of the Michigan 
State Dental Association; Miss Belle 
Fiedler of the Journal of the American 
Dental Hygienists Association; Mr. B. H. 
Johnson of the Indiana State Dental 
Association; Don E. Compaan of the 
Washington State Journal, all gave many 
excellent suggestions on how to improve 
our publications and make them more 
readable. 

It was the Editor’s second opportunity 
to share in this very worthwhile project 
and he is certain that much of worth was 
gained. Our congratulations to Lon Mor- 
rey on another outsianding job, well 
done, and to the Council on Journalism 
of the American Dental Association and 
the Association of Dental Editors for 
making the meeting possible—E. E. 
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79,000 Dentists Added to OASI Program 


The Social Security bill bringing self-employed dentists into the Old Age and 
Survivors’ Insurance program for the first time was signed by President Eisenhower 
on August first after clearing Congress in the final hours of the 84th session. It added 
about 200,000 self-employed persons to the program including dentists, lawyers and 
osteopaths. The only exempt professional group remaining are the physicians. 

Some 79,000 dentists will pay taxes of 3% per cent on the first $4,200 of annual 
net earnings, or $141.75, the first assessment to be filed with the 1956 income tax 
return in early 1957. The starting date for computing credit toward retirement 
payments and other benefits under the program would be Jan. 1, 1956. The 
maximum payment after the retirement age of 65 is $108.50 monthly with an addi- 
tional $54.25 if the beneficiary has a wife over 65. Under the new bill, wives of 
retired individuals could, at age 62, elect to receive a lower amount. Dentists will 
also be eligible under the new disability provisions of the bill which allow totally and 
permanently disabled persons to receive payments at the age of 50. These extend 
from $30.00 to $108.50 monthly and would go into effect next July. Under the 
survivor’s provisions. of the measure, a widow over 62 may be entitled to draw 
three-fourths of the benefits earned by her husband while a mother of any age with 
children under 18 may be entitled to three-fourths of the benefits earned by her 
husband plus the same amount for each child up to a maximum payment of $200 


for a family.

EDITORIAL 


Dental Budget Plan Flourishing 


It is just a little more than a year since the Society put into effect its, Dental 
Budget Plan in cooperation with the First National Bank of Chicago. The first 
annual report reveals some very interesting facts. Out of a total membership 
of 3,565, there were 1,377 members participating in the Plan. The First National 
Bank has, so far, purchased notes totaling $685,000. This sizeable sum represents 
a real service to our patients. They benefit from a complete dental service and 
spread the cost over a 12-month period. At the same time, the dentist is paid 
in advance at a small discount rate of 4 per cent which is held as a reserve. 

The Dental Budget Plan Commission, of which Dr. Walter J. Nock is 
Chairman, administers the Plan. The Commission has these suggestions for 
participants: 

1. It is very important that detailed records of examination, with x-rays, 


work to be done, estimates, and also an adequate itemized record of each service - 


as it is rendered, be kept. 

2. There have been several instances where the patient was sold a contract 
beyond his ability to pay. Remember that too large budget payments can be a 
discouraging burden. Keep the service commensurate with the ability of the 
patient to pay if he were paying cash, but since he is able to budget the cost 
over a 12-month period he can obtain a complete dental service. There have 
been several instances where this problem has arisen. 


Central Office Problems 


May we digress long enough to discuss a growing problem that perplexes the 
Central Office with increasing regularity. That is the matter of apparently 
exorbitant fees and patient grievances. Laissez-faire and “Let the buyer beware” 
attitudes have no place in a profession and yet the complaint of exorbitant fees 
has become so frequent that it is a real cause for alarm and certainly does 
nothing to improve our public and professional relations. No doubt many of the 
complaints come from those who, no matter how modest the fee, would com- 
plain but all too frequently they come from the great middle class who have 
been educated to pay a reasonable fee for a professional service and yet find 
themselves unable to meet the extreme demands. This is by no means an appeal 
for cheap dental service nor for any lessening of the quality of that service. 
Every man, no matter what his profession or occupation may be, is worthy of 
his hire. Certainly the professional man is entitled to a fair return for the great 
investment in time and money to obtain his professional training. Rather, our 
appeal is for a reaffirmation of the principles which have made us a profession, 
Those principles, laid down so well by that great and beloved dental leader, 
Dr. C. N. Johnson, in an editorial entitled “The Need of the Hour,” while 
Editor of the American Dental Association, are here set forth: 

“The greatest need of the hour in dentistry is not so much the consummation 
of a better technic—better fillings, inlays, crowns, bridges or dentures. The 
fundamental need is to save the soul of dentistry, to preserve the ideals and the 
ethics of our profession, to stand four square to the world in the establishment 
of those principles that gave us professional status at the beginning, to prove 
the faith that is in us for the maintenance of a high ethical concept that shall 
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create a sharp distinction between our policies as a profession and the practices 
of the market place. 

The worship of Mammon has no part in the scheme of real professional life. 

The exaltation of an ethical faith, the consecration of our energies to the 
service of the poor and rich alike, the sacrifice of our comfort for the welfare 
of others—these things are the need of the hour in our profession. All else will 
be added unto us if we but stand fast, and proclaim our conviction before the 
world.” 

Lest you feel that our profession among the healing arts professions, is the 
only one plagued by these problems we would quote from Dr. Louis H. Bauer, 
a Past-President of the American Medical Association, who said in his inaugural 
address: “Unfortunately there are a few doctors who consider the practice of 
medicine as a means of financial gain and that alone. Such individuals should 
be driven out of their professional societies. A doctor who charges exorbitant 
fees is a disgrace to the profession. Only a few are guilty of such practices, but 
those few do the profession incalculable harm.” 

Another professional leader said: “When you take the heart out of a health 
service and substitute a dollar sign, you are doing the profession a grave 
injustice.” 

And so coming back to our Dental Budget Plan, we would urge you to use 
it judiciously and make it a real service to your patient and that you apply it 
as if you were the patient instead of the dentist. Then all will come out well. 
Join the Plan if you are not now in it by filling out the application which 


appears at the bottom of this page. Then you will be prepared to render this 
additional service should the need arise.
